GOOD RECORD WITH 
H Y IN G HENS 
I was on a small farm of Marion 
Caplinger, near Hillsboro, where a 
K<>od record is being made with 
Lying hens. ' Now you’ve seen the 
farm, lets look at the laying hens,’’ 
he said. Ile showed me 135 3-A 
Rhone Island Red hens that were 
averaging 75 e^gs a day. with eggs 
selling around 50 cents a dozen 
and they’ve been doing this since 
early in the fall 
When I asked for the secret of 
getting high production with laying 
hens, the owner said, "The sect et is 
to have good hens, bred lor high 
egg production and then to take 
good care of them, stay right with 
them; if you do this you’ll get good 
production.” 
The hens are not closely housed 
as some laying flocks are, but when 
there is no snow on tile ground, 
and the weather gets warm for a 
few days, they are allowed to go 
out. and it seems to do them a lot 
of good "Only don’t leave them out 
until they get chilled.” the owner 
said. "As soon as they begin stand­ 
ing around on one foot, get them 
inside and feed and water them.” 
The ration used is ground corn 
balanced with a protein suppl e- 
ment and mixed well into the feed 
by the feed dealer 
Most of the flock were pullets 
but some were yearlings kept sep­ 
arate from the pullets*. 
The litter used is sawdust and 
shavings irom a planing mill. They 
are very satisfactory and m a k e 
every little dust as the hens scratch 
in the litter.

SPRING MORK 
Have you got your spring work 
s t a r t e d If not. this would be a 
good time to plan for it. We got 
started a few days ago when we 
took part of a tree off of a fence. 
A job like this is easy to put of. 
but if you neglect it too long you’ll 
ruin your fence. I was given a 
farm to scil years ago where taking 
the limbs off of fences had been 
neglected for several years. “ You 
have no idea how hard a job we 
had fixing these fences with limbs 
on them that had been left there 
until grass and weeds and briars 
had gro-vn up through them,” the 
man who bought the farm 
said. 
This would be a good time to take 
any limbs or trees off of the fences 
before the rush of spring w o r k 
comes; and it win be a profitable 
thing to do too. or you’ll greatly 
reduce the depreciation of th e 
fence, that is sure to rust if it is 
left on the ground very long.

MOLES 
Did you k n o w that they often 
work under the snow in the winter 
season and so a lot of damage to 
your lawn? We've got a few that 
are already making some new bur­ 
rows, Moles are certainly hard to 
kill in their burrows. I just read 
about "Moille” mole killer, put out 
by Stern's Nurseries at Geneva, 
New York. You light a fuse on the 
bubular destroyer and put it in the 
burrow and cover it with dirt. As 
the fuse bums, it makes a gas that 
kills the moles in the burrows, so 
you don’t have to bother burying 
them It is advertised as non-explo­ 
sive and harmless to man and oth 
er animals, if used as directed.

Nine Year Tests 


Are Announced 


The mulch system of soil man 
agement for g r o wing Concord 
grapes has a lot of merit, accord­ 
ing to J. M. Beattie of the Ohio 
Agricultural experiment station. 
Results of a 9 year test show 
that grapes grown under perma­ 
nent 
mulch produced 
over 
5 
pounds more fruit per vine than 
those under cultivation with a win­ 
ter cover crop. 
With this increase in yield the 
mulch system was as economical 
as the conventional cultivation plus 
cover crop system. 
In addition, a permanent mulch 
gives better erosion control, aids 
In the control of weeds, and in­ 
creases the availability of certain 
essential plant nutrients. 
Beattie recommends wheat straw 
at the rate of IO tons per acre for 
the mulching material. It is neces­ 
sary to add more straw each year 
to maintain a layer of mulch about 
IO inches deep. Growers should ap­ 
ply 40 pounds of actual nitrogen 
per acre per year for the first 5 to 
6 years 
after establishing 
th e 
mulch. After this period the bot 
tom layer of straw is well rotted 
and no extra nitrogen is necessary. 
One criticism of the mulch sys- j 
tem is that the grapes have a low 
er soluble solids (sugar) content 
and higher acid content than grapes 
from cultivated vines. Beattie be­ 
lieves this may be offset to a large 
extent by allowing the grapes to 
ripen slightly longer before they 
are picked.

Suggestions Made for Solution 


O f Problems of Hog Producers 


Despite the current surpluses of 
pork, there is much more than 
merely cutting back production in 
solving the problems of hog pro 
ducers. 
That’s the view of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau Federation which outlined 
its recommendations to the state's 
hog producers. 
The O FBF has recommended 
increasing the promotional pro­ 
gram for pork and lard, more 
use of pork in the school lunch 
program and further expansion 
of export markets of pork prod 
ucts, including trade with “ Iron 
Curtain” countries. 
The Farm Bureau also recom 
mended hog producers take ad 
vantage of services 
and 
advice 
available to them through local 
outlets in getting top dollar for 
their livestock. 
This would mean; 
(1) Marketing hogs of lighter 
weights (180 to 220 pounds) con 
sistent with consumer demands 
and 
(2) Producing a lean, meat type 
hog, which is most palatable to 
consumers and is the most eco­ 
nomical to raise 
An O FBF official warned that 
the American public is beginning 
to lose the * pork-eating 
habit" 
largely because of an increasing 
distaste for fat. 
“ Only 
through 
high quality lean hogs can we hope 
to regain and increase our market, 
as well as command a good price," 
he said.

Soil Bank Seen 
Aiding Newsprint 


WASHINGTON '.ft—Rep Quigley 
;(D-Pa) has urged that the soil 
bank plan recommended by Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower be used to help 
solve the newsprint shortage. 
It could be done, he told the 
House, by requiring that the land 
set aside be planted with trees 
that can be made into paper 
He 
suggested 
that 
Congress 
make the planting 
of 
softwoods 
suitable for newsprint production 
a requirement for the issuance of 
certificates to farmers who place 
a portion of their land in the pro 
posed acreage reserve. 
He recommended 
also that a 
premium payment be used wher­ 
ever this type of tree is planted 
as a part of the expanded agricul­ 
tural conservation program. 


Farm Bureau reported that, so 
far. the USHA, in its pork-buying 
program, has purchased over 28 
million pounds of surplus canned 
pork and nearly 31 million pounds 
of lard which will be allocated 
for the school lunch program. 
The O FBF has urged that the 
major portion of the "pork re 
search dollar” be spent In deter 
mining the demands of consumers, 
as well as helping farmers pro­ 
duce the highest quality hog most 
economically. 
Fayette County i* one of the top 
hog producing counties in the state, j 
with 18,000 pigs and hogs, ranking 
third in Ohio. Hog production is 
the No. I farm money-maker in 
the county, contributing $10,159,344 
or 54 percent, of total annual farm 
cash receipts in the county, fig­ 
ures compiled by the Farm Bureau 
show.

Specialist 
Recommends 
More Oranges 


In summer when 
fresh 
green 
leafy vegetables are plentiful, nu 
tritionists remind t h a t "it’s the 
green stuff that counts.” In fact, 
that has come to be a national 
slogan for the vegetable growers. 
But, Consumer Food Marketing 
Specialist, Chester E. Swank, at 
Ohio State University points out 
that during the winter, when these 
fresh green vegetables are not as 
readily available, the food shopper 
is wise to include oranges in the 
daily diet of her family. Swank de 
dared: 
"Of all the citrus fruits, oranges 
rate top billing as a source of vi­ 
tamin C. This element of good 
health is needed daily. The human 
body does not store vitamin C to 
any appreciable extent, so th e 
amount needed for good 
health 
must be eaten on a day-to-day basis 
more or less.” 
Without enough vitamin C, Swank 
said, the gums get tender and bleed 
easily, joints swell and hurt and 
muscles weaken. Nutritionists say 
an eight-ounce glass of o r a n g e 
juice will provide the normal daily 
requirement of vitamin C. In addi 
tion, oranges provide some thia­ 
mine, calcium, iron and phosphor­ 
us. 
* * * 
THE SHOPPER should look for 
oranges that are firm and heavy 
for their size. The weight indicates 
the amount of juice 
and edible 
flesh in proportion to the peel. 
Therefore, the heavier the better, 
says Swank. 
Other indications of good wual 
Sty are freedom from soft spots or 
bruises and mold, a thin, smooth 
skin, and a pleasing smell. Avoid 
over-ripe fruit. 
Fresh oranges should be stored 
at a temperature under 70 degrees 
F. The general storage compart­ 
ment of most refrigerators is satis­ 
factory. Orange juice should be 
kept sealed tightly in the refrigera­ 
tor to avoid loss of vitamin C. Un­ 
opened cans of frozen concentrated 
juice must be kept frozen, if pos­ 
sible If they thaw, they should not 
be refrozen. 


Farmers Are Advised On Buying 
Approved Varieties Of Seed 


Farmers should be on the look­ 
out these days for traveling seed 
merchants who may be selling non 
recommended varieties at h i g h 
prices, according to Lewis C Sa- 
boe, extension agronomist in crop 
improvement at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. 
The seed section of the Ohio De­ 
partment of Agriculture has receiv­ 
ed numerous inquiries and com 
plaints about such practices. Sa 
hoe says. The agronomist explains 
that in many cases the so-called 
new varieties peddled by certain 
salesmen are crops that have been 
in Ohio test plots over a period of 
years and were found to he inferior 
to varieties on the recommended 
list. 
Research workers at the Ohio 
Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 
Wooster, make every effort to eval­ 
uate all new varieties of 
arni 
crops that have been produced or 
released, either by individuals or 
by experiment stations, in order to 
adequately protect Ohio farmers, 
Sa boe notes. These new va r it ties, 
he says, are tested over a period of 
years and at several locations in 
the state before definite recom­ 
mendations are made on any par 
Ocular variety. 
C. N. McIntyre of the state De

GOOD RECORD WITH 
LAYING HENS 
1 was on a small farm of Marion 
Caplinger, near Hillsboro, where a 
good record is being made with 
Lying hens. ' Now you’ve seen the 
farm , lets look at the laying hens,’’ 
he said. He showed me 135 3-A 
Rhode Island Red hens that were 
averaging 75 eggs a day, with eggs 
selling around 50 cents a dozen 
and they’ve been doing this since 
early in, the fail. 
When I asked for the secret of 
getting high production with laying 
hens, the owner said, “ The secret is 
to have good hens, bred lor high 
egg production and then to take 
good care of them, stay right with 
them ; if you do this you’ll get good 
production.” 
The hens are not closely housed 
as some laying flocks are, but when 
there is no snow on Hie ground, 
and the weather gets warm for a 
few days, they are allowed to go 
out. and it seems to do them a lot 
of good "Only don’t leave them out 
until they get chilled,” the owner 
said. “ As soon as they begin stand­ 
ing around on one foot, get them 
inside and feed and water them .” 
The ration used is ground corn 
balanced with a protein s u p p l e ­ 
ment and mixed well into the feed 
by the feed dealer 
Most of the flock were pullets 
but some were yearlings kept sep­ 
arate from the pullets’ 
The litter used is sawdust and 
shavings from a planing mill. They 
are very satisfactory and m a k e 
every little dust as the hens scratch 
in the litter. 


Mulch Benefits 
Concord Grapes 


Nine Year Tests 
Are Announced 


The mulch system of soil man­ 
agement for 
g r o wing Concord 
grapes has a lot of merit, accord­ 
ing to J. M. Beattie of the Ohio 
Agricultural experiment station. 
Results of a 9-year test show 
that grapes grown under perma­ 
nent 
mulch 
produced 
over 5 
pounds more fruit per vine than 
those under cultivation with a win­ 
ter cover crop. 
With this increase in yield the 
mulch system was as economical 
as the conventional cultivation plus 
cover crop system. 
In addition, a permanent mulch 
gives better erosion control, aids 
in the control of weeds, and in­ 
creases the availability of certain 
essential plant nutrients. 
Beattie recommends wheat straw 
at the rate of 10 tons per acre for 
the mulching material. It is neces­ 
sary to add more straw each year 
to maintain a layer of mulch about 
10 inches deep. Growers should ap­ 
ply 40 pounds of actual nitrogen 
per acre per year for the first 5 to 
6 years 
after establishing 
t h e 
mulch. After this period the bot­ 
tom layer of straw is well rotted 
and no extra nitrogen is necessary. 
One criticism of the mulch sys­ 
tem is that the grapes have a low- 
er soluble solids (sugar) content 
and higher acid content than grapes 
from cultivated vines. Beattie be­ 
lieves this may be offset to a large 
extent by allowing the grapes to 
ripen slightly longer before they 
are picked.

Despite the current surpluses of

An OFBF official warned that 
the American public is beginning 
to lose the

largely because of an increasing 
distaste for fat.

high quality lean hogs can we hope 
to regain and increase our market, 
as well as command a good price,’ 
he said.

Specialist 
Recommends 
More Oranges 


In summer when fresh 
green 
leafy vegetables are plentiful, nu 
tritionists remind t h a t "it’s the 
green stuff that counts,” In fact, 
that has come to be a national 
slogan for the vegetable growers. 
But, Consumer Food Marketing 
Specialist, Chester E. Swank, at 
Ohio State University points out 
that during the winter, when these 
fresh green vegetables are not as 
readily available, the food shopper 
is wise to include' oranges in, the 
daily diet of her family. Swank de­ 
clared: 
"Of all the citrus fruits, oranges 
rate top billing as a source of vi­ 
tamin C. This element of good 
health is needed daily. The human 
body does not store vitamin C to 
any appreciable extent, so t h e 
amount needed for good 
health 
must be eaten on a day-to-day basis 
more or less.” 
Without enough vitamin C, Swank 
said, the gums get tender and bleed 
easily, joints swell and hurt and 
muscles weaken. Nutritionists say 
an eight-ounce glass of o r a n g e 
juice will provide the normal daily 
requirement of vitamin C. In, addi­ 
tion, oranges provide some thia­ 
mine, calcium, iron and phosphor­ 
us. 
• • • 
THE SHOPPER should look for 
oranges that are firm and heavy 
for their size. The weight indicates 
the amount of juice 
and. 
edible 
flesh in proportion to the peel. 
Therefore, the heavier the better, 
says Swank. 
Other indications of good wual- 
tty are freedom from soft spots or 
bruises and mold, a tbin, smooth 
skin, and a pleasing smell. Avoid 
over-ripe fruit. 
Fresh oranges should be stored 
at a tem perature under 70 degrees 
F. The general storage com part­ 
ment of most refrigerators is satis­ 
factory. Orange juice should be 
kept sealed tightly in the refrigera 
tor to avoid loss of vitamin C. Un­ 
opened cans of frozen concentrated 
juice must be kept frozen, if pos­ 
sible. If they thaw, they should not 
be refrozen.

Another Highway Suggestion Brought Out 


Our state cl Ohio is undergoing quite a 
volume ut turmoil with reference to what 
highway improvements should be pushed 
at this time. 
It has teen suggested in some quarters 
of this state, that Ohio might profit by 
adopting 
some 
suggestions 
which 
the 
Bureau ot Municipal Research and the 
Economic League of Pennsylvania h a s 
been presenting in that state. 
This organization has proposed that a 
variable toll system be established on 
major highways to regulate the flow ot 
traffic. 
The proposal, as presented by the two 
agencies, is designed to control the num­ 
ber of vehicles using the super-roads at 
any one time 
“Under a variable toll 
schem e,’ according to The County Officer 
magazine, “traffic of economic priority 
would be assured of rapid m ovem ent on 
the expressway and its feeders at all 
times. Second priority traffic would be 
limited during peak hours but encouraged 
to use the expressway s full capacity dur­ 
ing off-peak hours.” 
It seem s doubtful that the suggestion. 


in its original form, will appeal to private 
motorists, for it would force them to fol­ 
low a timetable in long-distance traveling 
(unless they didn’t mind paying an extra 
fee to use turnpikes when high “priority” 
vehicles—i e., trucks—were on the road 
during peak hours). However, as noted 
above, the idea might be utilized in Ohio 
for a different purpose. 
There is some question whether all sec­ 
tions of *he projected North-South t u r n ­ 
pike in Ohio w o u l d prove profitable 
enough to build. Perhaps variable tolls 
could be used to encourage, rather than 
discourage, motorists and truckers to take 
advantage of the expressway—-especially 
on short inter-city runs between commu­ 
nities in the northern part of the state— 
and t h e r e b y help defray the costs of 
maintaining less - traveled portions. May­ 
be such an innovation might cause more 
bookkeeping trouble than it would be 
worth, but it should at least be looked in­ 
to. The Ohio Turnpike Commission might 
make up in special “volum e” rates what 
it would lose in regular tolls on some 
stretches.

Diet and Health SXSoTSLp

In a few days, many tiny tots 
across the nation will he toddling 
off to a big, new adventure- 
school.

For one thing that youngster 
of yours probably will be depriv 
ed of his usual afternoon nap 


Ample Sleep 
It is more im portant now than 
ever that he should get ample 
sleep Mingling with large groups 
of children he doesn’t know, his 
first classroom experiences, the 
excitem ent of being away from 
home for hours at a tim e—all 
these are likely to make him 
keyed up. 
Pupils in elem entary grades 
need between nine and ll hours 
sleep, depending on their goner 
a1 health, age and physical condi­ 
tion. If your kindergarten child 
must awake at 7 A. M to get to 
school on tim e, see that he is in 
bed by 8 P. M at the latest. 


Adjust Hours 
As he gets older, these sleep 
mg hours can be adjusted some 
what. But perm itting him to re 
main up even an extra 15 minutes 
at night often makes it that much 


more difficult to get him up in 
the morning. 
If he is tired, nervous or irri­ 
table by mid-morning, it is usu­ 
ally a pretty good indication that 
he should get to bed earlier. 


Quiet Relaxation 
Do not yank a youngster away 
from the television set and send 
him scurrying off to bed. Before 
going to sleep he should have a 
period of quiet relaxation, even 
if it is only 15 minutes or so. 
Maybe you can read to him or 
even tell him a bedtime story 
Repeating an old fam iliar story 
will be better than recounting 
some new exciting 
blood 
and 
thunder epic. 
And make sure that any home­ 
work he might have is com plet­ 
ed long before he turns in for the 
night.

West Virginia Agrees 
On Location For Span 


To Wheeling Island 


COLUMBUS. Ohio 
P-O hio and 
West Virginia officials have agreed 
on the location of a bridge from 
Bridgeport, Ohio, to Wheeling Is­ 
land, W 
Va., in the Ohio River, 
State Highway Director S 0. Lin 
/ell reported yesterday 
Uinzell took 
up 
most 
of 
his 
weekly press conference wdth the 
discussion of the proposed bridge 
which would cost an estim ated IU 
million dollars. 
W’est Virginia already has built 
a bridge from West Virginia to 
Wheeling 
Island 
and 
the 
span 
talked about today would he the 
last link in another bridge span 
ning the Ohio River. 
Uinzell said that after he gets in 
writing confirmation of agreem ents 
reached verbally a few days ago 
at Wheeling, he will hire an engi­ 
neer to design the brWge. 
At the Wheeling meeting. T.inzell 
indicated Ohio would pay for half 
of the costs of building the hridce 
and proposed that both states pas­ 
tor half the cost of engineering 
fees. 
He said West Virginia officials 
balked at having to pay part of en 
gineering fees. 
The officials from the sister state 
also pointed out they had no fund* 
for sharing 
in the cost of the 
bridge. However, they expect the 
federal road building program now 
before Congress will provide 90 per 
cent of the government fund* 
Linzell said he is willing to share 
in the expense of the bridge, sub­ 
ject to approval of the Ohio Legis­ 
lator*. 
Ohio cannot pay for the bridge 
without 
special 
permission, 
be­ 
cause West Virginia owns the Ohio 
River to the Ohio shore, 
U S. Bureau of Public Roads of­ 
ficials from both states were at the 
Wheeling .m eeting 
which 
Linzell 
said was called to “ gain a year or 
more in tim e" in getting the bridge 
built. 
He said he thinks getting the en 
gineering report now is a "good 
calculated risk" as it will enable 
both states to take advantage of 
federal funds when they become 
available. 
He referred briefly to old pro­ 
posals for a new bridge between 
Cincinnati and Kentucky. Such a 
bridge wmuld cost about eight mil­ 
lion dollars Linzell said he thought 
it best to wait for proposals from 
Kentucky. 
That state has scheduled a spe 
cial legislative session devoted to 
highways after the regular session 
Uinzell said it is his belief the 
proposed Cincinnati to Conneaut 
turnpike should be continuous The 
Ohio Turnpike Commission in study­ 
ing proposals to build the turnpike 
in two sections, which would he 
connected in the Springfield-Dela- 
ware area by 45 miles of improved 
state roads. 
Uinzell said he understands Gov 
Frank J 
Uausche 
has received 
“ some advice" on what financial 
houses dem and before they will ae 
copt bonds for building another 
turnpike. 
The proposed Toledo leg of the 
Cincinnati-Conneaut turnpike was 
thrown out recently when traffic 
and 
revenue 
reports 
showed 
it 
would not attract financing. 
Then cam e the proposal of the 
turnpike 
commission 
chairm an. 
Jam es W. Shocknessy, to build a 
more economic turnpike and mesh 
it with some free state roads. 
Only yesterday, Uausche indicat­ 
ed he still wants the turnpike to 
he built in one piece when, at his 
request, 
the 
S t a t e Controlling 
Board released additional funds to 
continue engineering survey*.

This organization has proposed that a 
variable toll system be established on 
major highways to regulate the flow oí 
traffic. 
The proposal, as presented by the two 
agencies, is designed to control the num­ 
ber of vehicles using the super-roads at 
any one time. “Under a variable toll 
scheme,’1 according to The County Officer 
magazine, “traffic of economic priority 
would be assured of rapid movement on 
the expressway and its feeders at all 
times. Second priority traffic would be 
limited during peak hours but encouraged 
to use the expressway's full capacity dur­ 
ing off-peak hours.” 
It seems doubtful that the suggestion, 


in its original form, will appeal to private 
motorists, for it would force them to fol­ 
low a timetable in long-distance traveling 
(unless they didn’t mind paying an extra 
fee to use turnpikes when high “priority” 
vehicles—i e. , trucks—were on the road 
during peak hours). However, as noted 
above, the idea might be utilized in Ohio 
for a different purpose. 
There is some question whether all sec­ 
tions of the projected North-South I u r n- 
pike in Ohio w o u l d prove profitable 
enough to build. Perhaps variable tolls 
could be used to encourage, rather than 
discourage, motorists and truckers to take 
advantage of the expressway—«-especially 
on short inter-city runs between commu­ 
nities in the northern part of the state— 
and t h e r e b y help defray the costs of 
maintaining less - traveled portions. May­ 
be such an innovation might cause more 
bookkeeping trouble than it would be 
worth, but it should at least be looked in­ 
to. The Ohio Turnpike Commission might 
make up in special “volume” rates what 
it would lose in regular tolls on some 
stretches. 
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Troubles With Heart Trouble 


They tell me that when one has 
had a coronary, one should rest 
body and mind and everything.

For that is the difference 'between 
a man and a vegetable: M an 
m ust think, even the least and 
dumbest of men must think. It is 
possible so to narcotize the mtnd 
that one is groggy nearly all the 
time and it Is now possible to 
brain-wash the mind, so that ev­ 
erything is taken out of it and 
something new put in it. I won­ 
der! I lie here and wonder how 
much has really been washed 
out of the m i n d of Cardinal 
Mindszenty. It w-ould be import­ 
ant to know,. 
It is an experience to lie here, 
not too far removed from death 
itself. It Is all right now, I am 
told. The worst may be over. 
They are very cagey, these doc­ 
tors, They do not say that the 
worst is over; it may be over. 
They cannot tell. Naturally no 
one can tell, and does it really 
matter. Carlyle, whom I am try­ 
ing to read in 'this heavily sedat­ 
ed atmosphere, says this in his 


essay on Burns: 
“For will not our own age, one 
day, be an ancient one; 
and 
have as quaint a costume as the 
rest; . . .** 
There is so much humility in 
this wisdom, and if the fault of 
our period is to be discovered, it 
will be that humility has flown 
from us as a thing unwanted. 
What we call democracy has 
turned out to be a terrific strug­ 
gle, among sometimes the least 
worthy, to discover who is the 
big 
shot. 
Men 
project 
them­ 
selves for high office who, were 
they at all affected by their con­ 
sciences, would, in humility, re ­ 
gard even the mention of their 
names in such a connection as 
ridicule of them. When one comes 
close to death, the exaggerations 
of self seem too silly. So, every­ 
body knows you. So, everybody 
recognizes you. So, when you go 
into a restaurant, you get a 
table. You might even get credit 
in a bank. But what of credit with 
God? 
That awful moment when it is 
a sort of yes or no, w'hat is the 
answer? And how helpless can 
you be — utterly, completely 
helpless. And the strange men 
come and put you on a stretcher 
and you are captive. From then 
on. you are captive. What you 
eat, w'hat you do, even when you 
wash 
yourself, 
is decided 
by 
someone else. You ask for some­ 
thing you like and it exceeds the 
calories allowed. You are a ma­ 
chine out of order, being repair­ 
ed because you did not altogeth-

er collapse. And will the repair 
last and only give you a respite? 
Naturally, when 1 ask ques 
tions about myself, I am also 
asking about Ike and this I can 
say with a sense of thorough 
truthful ness: 
Such 
matters

blow like fuses are in the hands 
of God. The research on the heart 
has gone quite a distance and 
that is so, I can attest by the 
lines which I pen in a hospital 
bed in longhand, although I may 
not move unassisted.

But no man, no 
doctor knows for sure why these 
things happen and if happening 
once, they will ever occur again 
To make a fetish of a coronary 
is like refusing to use an auto 
mobile because a f*re has had a 
blowout.

Also, one might 
get better tires—that is live a less 
irritating life. 
Politics in our age must be ir 
ritating because it is not pretty. 
The men are small. The wravs 
are vulgar. Honor, respect, prob­ 
ity seem to have disappeared. 
But there have been other eras 
like this and they are corrected 
as men regain humility and turn 
again to God and God's law. So 
we m ust walk through the mud 
until we reach the hard gravel 
that leads up the mountain—to 
its top where the light is clear 
and small things are small and 
greatness is great.

Sc h OO11 Beginners 
Need Lots Of Sleep

In a few days, many tiny tots 
across the nation will be toddling 
off to a big, new adventure— 
school. 
Entering kindergarten or first 
grade is q u i t e a thrill for a 
youngster as many of you un­ 
doubtedly will remember. But it 
is also apt to create a few prob­ 
lems at home. 
For one thing that youngster 
of yours probably will be depriv­ 
ed of his usual afternoon nap 


Ample Sleep 
It is more important now than 
ever that he should get ample 
sleep. Mingling with large groups 
of children he doesn’t know, his 
first classroom experiences, the 
excitement of 'being away from 
home for hours at a time—all 
these are likely to make him 
keyed up. 
Pupils in elementary grades 
need between nine and 11 hours 
sleep, depending on their gener­ 
al health, age and physical condi 
tion. If your kindergarten child 
must awake at 7 A. M. to get to 
school on time, see that he is in 
bed by 8 P. M. at the latest. 


Adjust Hours 
As he gets older, these sleep­ 
ing hours can be adjusted some­ 
what. But permitting him to re­ 
main up even an extra 15 minutes 
■at night often makes It that much 


more difficult to get him up in 
the morning. 
If he is tired, nervous or irri­ 
table by mid-morning, it is usu­ 
ally a pretty good indication that 
he should get to bed earlier. 


Quiet Relaxation 
Do not yank a youngster away 
from the television set and send 
him scurrying off to bed. Before 
going to sleep he should have a 
period of quiet relaxation, even 
if it is only 15 minutes or I®. 
Maybe you can read to him or 
even tell him a bedtime story. 
Repeating an old familiar story 
will be better than recounting 
some new exciting 
blood 
and 
thunder epic. 
And make sure that any home­ 
work he might have is complet­ 
ed long before he turns in for the 
night.

In counties where vacancies have 
occurred in the office of County 
Commissioner (the one whose term 
expires in 1959) and the office of

is by reason of the fact that the 
term s end more than a year from 
the 1956 Election. 
Where a vacancy occurs in cither 
of these two offices before Septem ­ 
ber 27, 1956 ( 40 days before the
